WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 —There 


was a ray of hope in the coal situa- 
tion. 


Altho both the coal miners and the 


operators declared that negotiations 
to prevent the threatened coal strike 
•were "just where they started," there 
•was a 
deeidedlj 
optimistic atmo 


sphere when the t\\o parties gathered 
for a conference 


The fact that an impasslonate ap- 


psal from Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son was sufficient to hold the con- 
ference in session for another day 
was taken as indicative 
that ^ both 


sides were anxious to reach some ami 
cable agreement 
There was a -very 


general impiession that a compromise 
agreement would be reached 


The conference today had a pre- 


monition from Wilson to open 
the 


cession as if theie had been no de- 
mands made at all. 


Congress is disposed to keep its 


hands off the conference. 


Senator Freelmghuysen, New Jer 


sey, chairman of the senate stibcom 
mittee, which has been investigating 
the coal situation, today told the In 
ternational News Service 
that 
his 


committee would not interfere. 


"We see no necessity for calling 


Lewis,' 
Senator 
Freelmghuysen 


stated. "We are dealing with a con 
dition, not a man, the real issue in- 
volved is the breaking of a contract, 
the legal and moral right of the coal 
miners' organisation to break its con- 
tract with the operators 


"The situation is one that has al- 


ready aroused public opinion thruout 
the country against proposed strike 
and the mine workers' demands " 


It is the evident intention of Lewis 


and his associates to hold up the 
country, to hold the American people 
by their throat if they can It remains 
to be seen if public opinion or con- 
gress will permit them 
to 
do it, 


whether there is not a law which the 
situation can improve. 


Lewis and hi& associates know that 


public opinion is against them and it 
remains to be seen just how far they 
really propose to go 
If they go too 


far the federal government may be 
called upon to meet a situation which 
threatens to cause widespread suffer 
ing on the American people and to 
strike at the whole economic basis 
of the country 


"The issue at stake is one of wages 


against the *htgh cost of living," he 
added 
"It will be a great outrage if 


the mine workers organization is per- 
mitted to hold up the country."

Judge Korns 


suggested that a $50,000 or $100,000 
bond would give more security. 


He deemed it Inadvisable to fight 


the case in the courts, which are usu-

"In this unholy enterprise the steel 


trust is but the pioneer of the asso- 
ciated money powers of the United 
States who have chosen the present 
situation to wage a life and death 
flght with organized labor, uniting in 
their efforts to curb that which 
stands between them and a renewed 
and enlarged orgy of plunder to exact 
still more swollen profits from the ex- 
ploited workers and consumers of this 
country."
